Board of Director’s Meeting Minutes 
18 September 1995 


The meeting was called to order by President Larry, KB2GV, at 7:30 
PM. The minutes of the last meeting were approved as published in the 
CARRIER. It was determined that the next meeting would be held on 
October 16, 1995, at the home of VEEP John, KM6QX. Treasurer Rod, 
KE6QYK, advised that he had done an audit of practices and procedures 
followed by the club and had a number of recommendations to make. In- 
cluded in these were questions about the rules for the Scholarship Program, 
the nature of our CD’s and their liquidity for transfer of cash to the check- 
ing account, and general management of the club’s assets. He advised that 
he was beginning to look at our mail permit status, had questions about 
access to the club’s mailbox, and the desirability of standardizing on ac- 
counting procedures throughout the club and its committees (Rocky Ridge 
and PACIFICON.) He did not make a financial report as he is still getting 
records together. 

George, WB6OFH, reported that he had a replacement, Eric Couse, for 
himself as soft drink and doughnut chairman. Discussion was held con- 
cerning items that George had been storing for the club: portable barbe- 
cues, paper plates and cups etc. Secretary Richard, WASHQJ, offered to 
make disposition of these items. 

The auction was not as well attended as in past years, although the profit 
to the club was reported to be $623. George, WB6OFH, advised that he 
had bought doughnuts on the assumption that we would have about 150 in 
attendance. As there were fewer people, doughnuts were left over. Further 
in connection with the auction, Chairman Dennis, KC6QHH, has advised 
that he does not wish to continue in that capacity for a fourth year. 

Membership Chairman Dick, AA6DL, reported that we have a total 
membership of 636. He asked those at the meeting to make recommenda- 
tions as to any changes that they thought desirable concerning the data on 
the membership cards. Considerable discussion followed and specific items 
discussed were the inclusion of E-Mail capability, the meaning of the phrase

“may we publish” (which really means 
“is it OK to list in the MDARC Roster”, 
and some way to have members reveal 
special skills without adding signifi- 
cantly to the work of keeping the data 
base. It was suggested that we might 
ask members to write on the back of the 
card any skills that a person had that they 
thought might be of interest to the club. 
This would not be put in the data base 
and its use would be determined after 
we found out how much input was re- 
ceived. 

Secretary Richard, WASHQJ, made 
available a brochure received from Don 
Smith, W6NKF, concerning AMSAT. 
Although it was agreed that Don should 
come to a Board meeting to propose 
what the club should do, there was still 
some discussion about the matter. Spe- 
cifics were the possible trade off be- 
tween making scholarships and contrib- 
uting to AMSAT (an item for consider- 
ation at budget time), the part that our 
Visions and Planning Committee (next 
meeting October 13, 7:00 before the 
General Meeting) should play in mak- 
ing a decision, the possibility of solicit- 
ing contributions at PACIFICON. 

The timing of the budget cycle for 
the coming year was discussed. It is 
planned that budget will be discussed at 
the November general meeting, pub- 
lished in the January CARRIER and 
offered for vote at the January meeting. 

Vice President John, KM6QX, ad- 
vised that the October meeting program 
would be related to PACIFICON, and 
that the November meeting was open. 
It was suggested that one of the cable 
TV companies might put on a program 
related to services they offer to the com- 
munity for tape editing. He also said 
that he had heard back from the ARRL 
regarding our trailer insurance dilemma 
(no problem HI) and he is also still try- 
ing to get a response from two brokers. 
John has been traveling and has not been 
able to pursue this matter. He expects 
to follow up on Tuesday, September 19, 
1995. 

Joyce, KD6PNO, reported that the 
next Social Committee meeting would 
be held at her home on October 30, 1995 
at 7:30. She also advised that the 
planned mailing concerning the 
women’s group activities has not yet 
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gone out. 

Nominating Committee Chairman 
Paul, KC6TZU, reported that the com- 
mittee had met twice and had sent let- 
ters to 33 potential candidates. The 
names have been divided into groups of 
8 and telephone calls will be made on 
September 19, 1995. The committee 
plans to meet after September 19". Con- 
siderable discussion was held concern- 
ing how the slate would be announced. 
It was decided that the slate, so far as it 
was completed, would be published in 
the October CARRIER and that nomi- 
nations from the floor as well as others 
added by the committee would be in- 
cluded at the October meeting. The fi- 
nal ballot would be published in the 
November CARRIER and the vote 
would take place at the November meet- 
ing with installation taking place at the 
annual Christmas party. 

PACIFICON Chairman Dick, KT6X, 
reported that all booths have been as- 
signed. Ticket sales are on schedule and 
the Program is being typed. Club EC 
Sam, KO6JR, reported on planned SETs 
in Martinez, Walnut Creek and Orinda. 
He reminded us that it is time for the 
annual RACES County filing of indi- 
vidual participation forms. This can be 
done at the November 4 training session. 

It was announced that we have a new 
CARRIER Editor, Jerry, NJ6A. It was 
requested that we all support Jerry in this 
new assignment by forwarding articles 
for inclusion in our club newspaper. 

Dick, KT6X, gave a report concern- 
ing third party services for a BBS. It 
was agreed that we will proceed and 
Dick, AA6DL, offered to be the point 
of contact while the effort gets started. 
He will be supported by those who have 
unique responsibilities such as: 
PACIFICON, KT6X; RACES, KO6JR; 
etc. 

The meeting came to an end and was 
adjourned at about 10:00 PM.

Treasurer Report—$8873.70 less 
$248. This includes the $1500 for the 
old controllers. 

Larry Gansz reported that the auc- 
tion was successful. The next meeting 
will be on 10/13. A visions committee 
will be meeting before the club meeting 
to begin defining the direction of the 
club. 

Tech. Report—The 2 meter power is 
done and needs some work when the 
chairman has time to get to the hill. 

ATV Tech Report— Mt. Oso Link. 
A motion was m/s and failed to return 
the project to the steering committee. It 
was moved and seconded to allocate up 
to $1500 for this proposal. The motion 
was amended to insure that some agree- 
ment will be prepared from Jim Tittle 
and Keith Lattin to the RRRG to insure 
that we get first right of refusal for the 
Oso site and equipment should they de- 
cide to discontinue their involvement. 
Motion and amendment were carried 25 
to 4. 

In order to get a satisfactory signal 
into Mt. Oso the 440 voice and ATV 
antenna needs to be turned using 4 hours 
of labor at a cost of $250. It was moved 
and seconded to do this. Passed with 2 
no votes. 

A new committee headed by Dick 
Brown will be formed to better define 
control procedures and interference 
abatement procedures. 

Jim invited every member to be part 
of a “RRRG 2000” committee headed 
by Larry Gansz to define what direction 
does the RRRG want to take for the long 
run. 

The next RRRG Steering Commit- 
tee will be Nov. 10, 7:30Pm at Emil 
Villa’s. 


The Doppler project status was dis- 
cussed . Two of the units are complete. 
The radios are available but the fre- 
quency has not been decided. No dates 
were available for installation. The 3 
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sites needed for the installation have not 
been defined. Jay will let Richard know 
that Tim offered his hill top as a test lo- 
cation. It was suggested that it be in- 
stalled in a test mode in time for 


PACIFICON. 
The status of the high speed packet 


site was discussed. 

The rules of the operation of the re- 
peaters were discussed. 

The encode/decode on 2 meters was 
discussed. It was agreed that Keith 
would get the necessary part and get it 
installed on the machine immediately. 

New Business 

The repeater vocabulary was dis- 
cussed. We could buy a digital voice 
recorder to prepare our own messages. 
One is available for $350. We could then 
record any messages or phrases. A mo- 
tion was made and seconded to spend 
$400 DVR II for the Link Com. con- 
troller. Jay indicated he would advise 
Barry who would complete the project. 

John Stuart discussed some public 
service events. 

Introduction of new members was 
completed. The 18 new members were 
voted in unanimously. 

The meeting was closed.

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NOMINATING COMMITTEE MAKES FINDINGS

Finding suitable members of the Mt. 
Diablo Amateur Radio Club to fill of- 
fices is not an easy task. The nominat- 
ing committee, Don Anthony, N6SIA, 
Tim Barrett, WD9BIV, Paul Girard, 
KC6TZU and Mary Jane Walker, 
N6NVA met several times to consider a 
list of potential nominees. Finally, 35 
club members were selected to receive 
letters indicating they were being con- 
sidered for nomination. (Glen Zumwalt, 
KJ6EN and Don Ledwith, K7SDF, also 
members of the committee did not at- 
tend the meetings.) 

Of course the list was self paring. 
Some of those selected declined nomi- 
nation because of business or personal 
reasons, others did not believe they were 
capable of fulfilling the duties of the 
office because of time constraints, and 
some, though flattered to receive the let- 
ters simply indicated they were not 
ready to assume responsibilities on be- 
half of the club. 

The result of deliberations of the 
committee has produced probably one 
of the best lists of potential officers that 
a nominating committee has been able 
to present for some period of time. More 
than one candidate is offered for most 
positions. Who is finally elected will 
be a direct result of the democratic 
interaction of the Mt. Diablo Amateur 
Radio Club membership. 

Nominations from the floor will be 
accepted at the October meeting, and of 
course write-in candidates, providing 
they are paid members of the club, and 
qualified, are always welcome when the 
ballots are cast at the November meet- 
ing. 

The nominating committee consid- 
ered a number of variables in qualify- 
ing candidates for your vote. 

First of all, every candidate must be 
a member in good standing. Secondly, 
the committee looked for members with 
qualifying background. One of the big- 
gest factors was finding and nominat- 
ing members who conceivably could 
become president of MDARC. 


It is very important that every mem- 
ber understand that holding an elected 
position in this organization is no longer 
a task that takes minimal time. It is time 
consuming. The club now has a mem- 
bership of 636 and it will hit 700 next 
year. We are no longer a ‘kitchen’ op- 
eration. The club, now 50 years old, 
must be operated like a business and in 
a businesslike manner. Our finances 
require experts in accounting or book 
keeping. The president must be able to 
juggle 12 acts at once, and still keep 
balance. 

The vice-president is but a heartbeat 
away from the presidency, and has a full- 
time task assuring that club meetings are 
fun, interesting and informative. The 
secretary has a big task of not only re- 
porting the minutes of the regular and 
board meetings, but must also handle 
club correspondence in a professional 
manner. 

Being the emergency services coor- 
dinator means lots of interface with the 
ARES/RACES and Sheriff’s Uniformed 
Group, and assuring that club member- 
ship is ready to perform in the event of 
a disaster. It is not a task that can be 
taken for granted. 

The club has two directors, one of 
which is elected in even numbered years 
(Ray Gaschk, KD6BLS) and one that is 
elected in odd numbered years. 

It is the belief of the nominating 
committee that the number of directors 
has fallen below what should be required 
of a club of 600 or more members. It is 
time we considered having one director 
for every 100 members. That is not to 
make the board of directors bigger, but 
to assure adequate representation of the 
ideas of members to make this an even 
better organization. 

The Nominating Committee will ask 
the Board of Directors and the member- 
ship to approve a bylaws change increas- 
ing the number of directors. Perhaps 
the Board might also want to consider a 
revision of the bylaws to clarify some 
areas and add meat to other areas. 
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Ballots (one per paid membership) 
will be mailed with the November issue 
of the Carrier. Ballots will be counted 
at the November meeting and the results 
will be posted in the December issue of 
the Carrier with the victors being sworn 
in at the annual Christmas party.

What is its Future?

As many of you know, there has been 
very little activity on the training front 
for ARES/RACES in Contra Costa 
County over the past year. When I first 
took the job of EC, I was announcing a 
Packet and Message Handling session 
which was to originally occur during the 
month of February. It was postponed 
many times and eventually went the way 
of other training sessions, permanent 
postponment. There are two issues sur- 
rounding ARES/RACES training of 
which I am concerned. First, why do 
we find it so hard to find new faces to 
help train new and experienced hams? 
Second, why is it that the same group of 
people show up at each and every train- 
ing session without new blood getting 
involved? I do not know if I have an- 
swers to either of these questions, but I 
have some ideas. I will share them here 
with you, but I would also 
like to get some construc- 

tive feedback from you, 
sonnet members of MDARC, so 
that we can be proud of 
our ARES/RACES re- 
sponse when the need 
occurs. Although I am 
writing this article as a 
ham at large, and not in 
my official capacity of 
MDARC Emergency Co- 
ordinator, any feedback 
will be relayed to our 
County EC group for 
consideration in improv- 
ing our County ARES/ 
RACES training pro- 
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To try to answer the 
first question regarding 
lack of instructors, I 
think many of us do not 
feel as though we are ex- 
pert in an area. This may 
be our own personal 
opinions, but many of us 
are looked up to by 
newer hams for guidance 
and leadership. Now, that 
is not to say that I am an

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old and experienced ham. I have held 
my ticket for only two years. However, 
I have learned a thing or two, and other 
hams do look to me for guidance. I also 
look to others for guidance. We all have 
something to offer each other and teach- 
ing emergency response communica- 
tions skills is one area in which we have 
many experienced hams who have a lot 
to offer. There is also the other side of 
the story. There are some hams who 
have given many hours to ARES/ 
RACES instruction and ARES/RACES 
in general.

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rect me if I am wrong, that these “old 
hats” would be more than willing to help 
new blood gain experience to take over 
the teaching responsiblity for ARES/ 
RACES. After new people teach for a 
while, they can pass the hat to even 
newer blood and in doing so, we actu- 
ally train more and more hams for that 
emergency response. Let’s see if we can 
pump some enthusiasm into ourselves 
and help get ARES/RACES training 
back to a level which will help us train 
competent operators for the day we will 
be needed to serve our communities. 
The second question may actually 
have similar answers to the first ques- 
tion. Why is it always the same people 
who show up at the training sessions. 
First, I think they feel that when they 
are needed, they want to be prepared. 
However, it may also be a sense of “in- 
security” about what we may be asked 
to do in the disaster. They may be say- 
ing “Tell me again so that I really can 
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learn it!!! The other answer in my mind 
is that there is no incentive to go to train- 
ing. “When the day comes, I'll show 
up and use my radio to talk to other 
people” is what many people may think. 
It usually happens that way. During di- 
sasters, ham operators show up to help 
and have to be trained on the job. I think 
we need to change that way of thinking. 
The more confident we are of our capa- 
bilities through training, the better we 
will feel about our involvement when 
called to help out. 

Another question that comes to mind 
based on the above discussion is the fol- 
lowing: Is ARES/RACES training bor- 
ing? Is that why we do not get the en- 
thusiasm for either the group or the train- 
ing? I know we all have an area of radio 
that interests us; otherwise we would not 
have studied to get our tickets. We need 
to learn how to use our expertise to help 
out in time of need. What ideas are out 
there to help us “improve” ARES/

Jammers 


If you hear illegal operators, jam- 
mers, etc. on the radio, please, please 
do not make any comments to them or 
about them. There are several reasons 
for this. 

¢ Sometimes there are cases being 
compiled by various officials against 
these people. The most seemingly inno- 
cent thing you do can destroy a lot of 
work. For instance, if someone gets on 
a just talks and talks, or otherwise exer- 
cises the frequency, he’s broadcasting. 
The moment you make the slightest re- 
mark to him or about him, then he’s no 
longer broadcasting - he’s in conversa- 
tion with you. Furthermore, you’ve just 
enticed him to transmit. 

Some psychologists have suggested 
that these people are just looking for a 
reaction from anyone. They feed upon 
this stuff. Any remark you make just 
makes your future more miserable. 
There is absolutely nothing you can say 
that is going to make these people feel 
bad, ashamed, or otherwise want to 
move on. 

I should probably elaborate on this 
just a bit. If the offender can tell from 
anything that you did that he even hit 
the repeater, you’ve done something 
wrong. If you make a comment like, “I 
heard you over the noise”, or “just keep 
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Letters to the Editor 


911 Etiquette 


Jay Caldis’ article “Emergency 911 
Etiquette” on page 4 in the September 
Carrier is both excellent and long over- 
due. 

KT6Y’s suggestion to ask the 911 
Operator to transfer you to the appro- 
priate jurisdiction is correct provided 
you know for certain who that is. In my 
experience of listening to many hours 
of 911 radio and telephone traffic over 
several years for the CoCo Sheriff’s De- 
partment, I have been impressed with 
how infrequently a caller to 911, does, 
in fact, know the appropriate jurisdic- 
tion in which an event occurred. An er- 
ror in that respect delays the response 
to the incident while operators re-trans- 
fer the call. It seems to me the better 
procedure would be to briefly report the 
nature of your call directly to the 911 
operator and let him/her forward it to 
the appropriate agency, if necessary. 
Also, it will afford the operator an op- 
portunity to notify other agencies which 
may not be primary responders but who 
may need to be advised of the incident. 

In my opinion, Jay was correct in not 
suggesting the use of the repeater 
autodial numbers to the various entities. 
Again, not only may you be calling the 
incorrect jurisdiction, but “regular” 
phone lines to those entities are much 
more subject to being busy than calls to 
911 and those operators have direct links 
to all other agencies.

The Internet 


The September, 1995 issue of the 
Carrier contains several references to 
the use of the Internet and the establish- 
ment of a landline bulletin board for the 
purpose of relaying information to lo- 
cal Hams and for personal message traf- 
fic between them. 

I was appalled to note nowhere in the 
newsletter was there any mention of an 
already established, experienced and 
very excellent store-and-forward system 
of information handling that has been 
in existence in our area for the past ten 
years: the amateur packet radio bulletin 
board system. 

Even the excellent article reprinted 
from the Oscar Satellite Journal appear- 
ing in the same Carrier, while decrying 
the use of the Internet to do via phone 
lines what we amateur radio operators 
perhaps should be doing via radio, fails 
to mention packet radio as one of the 
logical answers to the dilemma—along 
with the other amateur radio digital 
modalities: AMTOR, PACTOR, GTOR, 
CLOVER, RTTY, etc., which also offer 
similar but more limited bulletin board 
services. 

If we are going to continue to tout 
packet radio as a viable disaster com- 
munications modality—and we have 
every reason to do so given its estab- 
lished excellent track record else- 
where—we need to develop a larger and 
better trained cadre of knowledgeable 
packet operators. The regular use of 
packet QSO’s and the local BBS’s 
should go a long way to filling that need.

The other day I was ‘monitoring’ a 
frequency and heard some comments 
that made me sit up and listen very care- 
fully to a QSO between two hams.

Some may be surprised to learn that 
some of the most prominent members 
of the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club 
began as CB operators. Some operated 
strictly ‘by the rules’ and there were oth- 
ers who received letters of invitation 
from the same Federal Communications 
Commission that regulates the Amateur 
Service to ‘clean up’ their act. They be- 
came hams. 

I am ashamed that people who use 
our repeaters would look down upon 
anothers because of race, creed, gender 
or mental agility. But of course we are 
want to forget that those who cast stones 
cannot possibly live in glass houses. 

On MDARC repeaters the by-word 
should always be ‘tolerance’ of the other 
guy. The club operates ‘open’ repeaters. 
That is, anyone who is licensed can use 
them, if they abide by the rules. One of 
those rules, written or not, is common 
courtesy. The rule applies to everyone, 
not just the new hams who are learning 
to become better hams, but to the old

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talking, I can hear you fine”, you’ve screwed up. Don’t be 
subtle, just ignore it completely, totally. 

If the interference is bad enough, try one of 3 things. Say, 
“Let’s move over to simplex” and both go to your favorite 
frequency. Switch to listening to each other on the input of 
the repeater. Turn off you radio. 

This last advice is particularly good. When someone gets 
on and starts doing something illegal, it’s likely to make you 
blood boil. Since you can’t do anything at all about it, without 
doing something like joining the team of official observers, 
JUST TURN YOUR RADIO OFF. 

¢ If you feel compelled to talk about a situation, try first of 
all to do it off the air. If you absolutely must talk about it on 
the air, do it on a different band. If you can’t use a different 
band, use a different simplex frequency. If not a different 
simplex frequency, a different mode. If not a different mode, 
a different repeater. 

¢ You may not know it, but the vast majority of illegal jam- 
ming, transmissions, etc. are caused by licensed hams. Sur- 
prising, huh? Further, in places like the bay area, here, jam- 
mers congregate and exchange information and hone their 
craft. Further, they typically own lots of scanners and listen to 
lots of things on lots of bands. Even without this knowledge, 
you should assume that anything you ever say on the air will 
be heard by the exact people you don’t want to hear it. 

e You can be liable for charges of slander if you make any 
accusations on the air. If you say on some simplex frequency, 
using low power, with beam antennas pointed between your 
stations, that “Jack, XK7FQX jammed us last night”, you 
might as well just assume you’ve been recorded and that the 
lawsuit is in the mail. Furthermore, this might somehow be 
used as the guys defense when the officials who have been 
working on a case against this guy for 3 years loose it because 
of your indiscretion. 

¢ Don’t even thing about the possibility of maybe attempt- 
ing to start to take matters into your own hands. Even if you 
don’t get shot, you may find yourself on the receiving end of 
a law suit. You think it’s OK to hop in your car with DF equip- 
ment and a video camera and film the guy in action? WRONG 
(bzzzzzt)! There are lots of liability problems here. That’s one 
reason the ARRL is trying to get a congressional bill protect- 
ing the Official Observer organization from liability in the 
pursuit of its duties. 

In fact, one of the worse things you can do is one that hap- 
pens all too often. In a huge number of cases that I’ve heard 
myself, there’s always some well meaning ham out there who 
thinks that the way to treat some foul mouthed interference is 
to counter jam him. Boy, are they wrong. First of all, this is 
covered above where I say you shouldn’t respond to this guy. 
He’s listening to his own jamming and hears that he’s not get- 
ting out. Aha! A reaction! Just what he’s looking for. Geesh, 
why don’t you just go over there and help him out? Second, 
and importantly, you’ve just committed an illegal act and the 
FCC isn’t going to treat you any differently than the original 
jammer. You’re both in hot water now.
